Mosquito program 
in second phase 

The second phase o( the annual mosquito control 
program has been started in the village of Antioch by the 
Clarke Outdoor Spraying Company. 

. The program includes regular inspection of all potential 
mosquito breeding areas, the Roselle, III., firm said. 

• The inspections are performed in order lo monitor 
breeding sources, establish a history of activity, and to 
verify that - abatement techniques are maintaining 
control. 

: During the first phase, a survey of all breeding sites was 
charted and the first larvicjde application _to all 
designated breeding areas was.rhade by helicopter. 

Monitoring of local rainfall and temperature, was 
started and the light-trap network began operating three 
nights a week. The "Mosquito" Hot-Line" went into 
operation with citizen questions relative to mosquito 
control- being answered immediately. 

As part of the second phase, inspection of breeding 
areas has started and the second larvicide treatment by 
helicopter^ is underway, this will be . followed i. by an 
emulsion treatment" of catchbasins and culverts to 
pnevent breeding of disease vector mosquitoes.
